Right now, the onions are coming from 
the west, primarily from Texas and-Arizona 
and during the off season here, Teete said 
the lettuce will come from midwestern 
farmers. 

Tom Basore, who farms and operates a 
similar operation in Stockridge, Mich., and 
who has farmed in the Glades area, has been 
in South Bay in an advisory capacity during 
the opening days of the plant. 

Basore noted that the vegetables, which 
are kept chilled arid are vacuum packed. 
well as having excess moisture renuoved, 
will last considerably longer than under 
normal conditions. He said he’s seen lettuce 
being used in one of the fast food chains 
which was 12 days old and it looked and 
tasted as fresh as day-old lettuce. Basore 
said there's similar operations in the state 
but none as large. 

Superior Salads now has McDonald's and 
one other chain as customers, Teets said. 
Gummere said one of the chains wants their 
lettuce chopped and one wants it shreaded 
while one wants its onions diced and the 
other wants them sliced. He said the first 
order went out Friday. 

He said the different desires pose no 
problem to the plant's machinery, which can 
do both. 

Besides processing lettuce and onions, 
Teets said the plant also has the capability of 
producing tossed salad and coleslaw:^He 
said one of the food chains is now 
experimenting with offering a salad in its 
outlets in Charlotte. 

While much of the work on the vege- 
tables is automated, the first step is done by 
hand as workers standing along the stainless 
steel ‘‘dis-assembly line" core the top from

County State's Attorney David 
Bludworth told local Rotarians 
Tuesday they are a part of the 
legal system he hopes to highlight 
Friday with an announcement of a 
crackdown his office is making on 
fraud. 

Bludworth said his office has 
been investigating fraudulent 
recipients of both emergency 
funds and food stamps following 
the freeze. 

"I ean show you a man in West 
Palm Beach,” he said, “who is.a 
World War I veteran who receives 
the magnanimous pension of $28 a 
month and I know of Mexicans, 
and I don't have anything against 
Mexicans, who don't even have 
their work visas, who are getting 
$600 a month in emergency 
benefits.” 

Bludworth said. undercover 
agents working. for his offive have 
been working throughout the

county to try to use marked food 
stamps to buy items food stamps 
are ineligible for. 

"I could have bought a car " he 
declared. "I know of one store that

BELLE GLADE-— The City Commission took the first step 
“Monday toward easing the Belle Glade Housing 
Authority's Osceola Center out of the city limits. 

The commissioners unanimously passed an ordinance on 
the first PGi to change the city boundaries by 
Senter and its 235 rental units, all of which

What's fair? 


All's fair in love, war-and now it's taxes. 

One of the clearest parts of the President's speeches last 
week that came through over and over again was the fairness 
of his energy plan. It was repeated almost as often as the fact 
that some form of policy is essential. 

Essential the policy may be. Like it or not, there is only so 
much oil, natural gas, coal and uranium, not to mention sunny 
days a year, and sooner or later we'll run out of the first four. 

Whether that comes sooner rather than later, as seems to be 
the thinking now, we're not in the position to tell but we'll 
accept the ‘sooner theory for the sake of argument: 

And while we may get breakthroughs in production of 
energy, breakthroughs can’t be depended on. If they could, 
they wouldn't be breakthroughs. 

But let's hot kid ourselves. Putting the same tax on 
everybody is no more fair than an escalated tax, depending on 
a.person's income. 

Sure, pricing a commodity out of the reach of people who 
can't afford it might cut the use of that commodity- and save 
more for the future, but if higher prices is the only incentive to 
save, that means the person who can afford it is going to go on 
using the same amount -he’s been using all along. And on 

something like gasoline, that isn't fair. 

Rationing is fair. lt may be more complicated and of course 
there'd be a black market, but it would quel be more fair

than putting a disproportionate share of gasoline in the hands ` 


of the fewer people who can afford it. 

But whoever said life is fair, anyway? 

Italians probably don't think it's fair that they have to spend 
$2.50 a gallon to contribute to smog in Rome, but they do it. 
They probably won't be shedding too many tears over the 
Americans paying $1.20. E 

And it won't matter if those Americans make $4,000 or 
$400,000 a year.

The entire operation is carried on in a 125 
foot room kept at 44 degrees. The 90-foot 
long lines are capable of processing 25,000 
pounds of vegetables an hour. 

Workers in the room, who Gummere said 
have all received health certificates from the 
Palm Beach County Health Department, 
said a visitor gets used to the onion juice in 
the air in about ten minutes but Gummere 
said he hadn't been able to stay in the room 
ten minutes at a time.

Bill could reduce insurance costs 


TALLAHASSEE- A typical 
motorist in Western Palm Beach 
County will save up to $145 a year 
in automobile insurance premiums 
if the reform package proposed by 
Insurance Commissioner Bill Gun- 
ter is adopted by the Legislature, 
according to a release this week 
from Gunter's office. 

The minimum savings, without 
sacrificing any liability protection, 
would be at least $58. ^ 

Gunter emphasized, however, 
that "not a dime will be saved 
without favorable action by the 
Legislature, and that depends on a 
broad public response that can 


overcome enormous lobbying 
pressure by the vested interests." 

Explaining the program, Gunter 
said, “These are documented sav- 
ings which would be mandated by. 
law and are based on current rates 
of one of the largest insurance 
companies serving motorists in the 
county area. Few drivers: would 
save less and most in the higher 
rate categories would save much 
more." 

"These savings would restore 
the right to insurance protection to 
some 1.4 million Florida motorists 
who have been priced right out of 
the insurance market today," he 


said. 

"Automobile insurance-which 
has doubled in rates in the last 
three years-has become one of our 
most burdensome taxes," Gunter 
declared. “This reduction in 
premiums will be a tremendous 
relief for the budgets of most 
motorists, larger even than the 
proposed federal tax rebate," 

An average driver in Western 
Palm Beach; County is now requir- 
ed to pay $175 a year for 
mandatory liability, personal in- 
jury and uninsured motorist pro- 
tection. He will be able to reduce 
that to $117 a year by carrying 


only the mandatory personal in- 
jury protection. 

If he chooses to continue his 
broader, present ‘coverage, he 
would still pay only $30 a year due 
to provisions for eliminating law 
suits for pain and suffering result- 
ing from injuries received in 
automobile accidents. These “spec- 
ulative damages” now consume 30 
cents of every insurance dollar. 

“Even' though suits for spec- 
ulative damages would be elimi- 
nated, motorists injured in 
accidents would still continue to 
collect for all tangible damages.

RAY HATTON 
ANSWERS 


QUESTIONS 
ABOUT PAHOKEE 


Mayor Duncan Padgett recently interviewed 
City Councilman J. Ray Hatton, candidate for 
re-election to the City Council May 3rd. The 
following are some excerpts from the 
interview: 


MAYOR PADGETT: Mr. Hatton, as an active businessman, why have you chosen to devote much of 
your time and efforts to the City and run for re-election to the Council? 

MR. HATTON: Pahokee has been good to me and to my family, My Father came here pushing a hand 
plow in the 1930's and the land has been good to all of us. He encouraged all of us to stay here and put 
something back into Pahokee. I now have the time and em willing to devote my time to the betterment 
of Pahokee in every way I can. I want to encourage my children and grandchildren to stay here. I hope 
we can provide jobs and housing so that any of the Pahokee children that want to can live here. 


MAYOR PADGETT: We in Pahokee have been fortunate to have receive millions of dollars in Federal 
grants and loans during the past recent years and I wonder what your feeling is toward this type of 
funding? 

MR. HATTON: Federal loans and grants to cities have become a way of life in this country. | suppose 
the idea is to try and put Federal money where it will do the most good locally and under local control. 
Our Federal taxes are always going up higher and higher and this, it would seem, is about the only way 
we can get any of our income tax back. We have been able to do things in the City with Federal grants 
and low interest loans the City would never have been able to accomplish by itself. Our new and 
expanded sewer system, for one thing, would not have been possible had it not been for outright grants 
of nearly 1 1/2 million dollars, plus our low interest loans.’ There was no way Pahokee could have 
answered to the federal environmental guidelines. We couldn't even provide housing so our children 
could settle here if they wanted to. Pahokee wovld have died on the vine had we not done something. 
Many other projects have also been benefited by federal grants and loans including our new water 
project and our planned improvements to our Lake Okeechóbee waterfront. If we don't take 
advantage of federal funds, some other city will get our share. That's why I have so actively worked to 
get this federal money and why I shall continue to do so. 


MAYOR PADGETT: On the subject of housing, do you have à position there? 

MR. HATTON: Yes, Ido. Housing that is affordable to our citizens is one of Pahokee's most pressing 
problems. We are just now starting to see a little building underway here after almost none for 
past five years. I took a stand a couple of weeks ago when | said we ought to make sh 
unwelcomed in Pahokee. We should be clamping down on sub-standard housing and building 
Properties and we ought to strictly enforce our building and zoning codes. We need to do something 
about the decaying downtown area and the lack of parking there. I am happy to see a major developer 
is exhibiting enough faith in Pahokee's future to want to put in a shopping center here and I would hope 
more people in Pahokee would follow suit and invest their money right here at home to help us build up 
our own community. D 

MAYOR PADGETT: How about Pahokee's future growth? - 

MR. HATTON: Just like about everybody else in town, I don't want a boom town situation, either. But 
we do need slow and steady grovth that is well planned. The Area Planning Board says we'll double 
our size by the year 2000 and that's about right. But, we want orderly growth. We've planned our 
utilities for it and now it's time we start. That, by the way, is the only. way our sky high utility rates 
are coming down... we have to have more residents and businesses using the utilities to cut the costs 
each one of us bas to pay. 

MAYOR PADGETT: I would go along with that, but what about recreation and industry and jobs? 
MR. HATTON: First, on recreation, we need to develop more parks and greenlands for all areas of the 


City. Right now, we have little recreation facilities and what we have are poor and ill-kept. We must 
provide more recreation to make our city attractive to our citizens and to our future citizens. We have 


MAYOR PADGETT: And what about jobs and industry? 

MR. HATTON: Agriculture will always be our mainstay but we ought to encvurage light and clean 
industry and commercial development. Many agriculture-associated industries would serve us well 
and we should take an aggressive stand toward seeking those kinds of industry and commerce which 
will be beneficial to our community and economy. We should be attracting tourism and the tourist 
industry, not just welcoming it, going out and getting it! As a member of the Palm Beach County 
Economic Council, I am presently negotiating with two major light industries for the Pahokee area. 


MAYOR PADGETT: On behalf of the people of Pahokee, I want to thank you for airing your views 
here.

A lot of people are now busily at 
work transplanting and planting 
new trees into their landscapes to 
replace ones injured during the 
winter. A lot of times people will 
spend a lot of money and time in 
looking for that perfect tree for the 

dscape and then make the 
mistake of planting it improperly. 
Improper planting usually will 
cause your plant to grow pooziy, 
will reduce fruiting and flowering 
and can even result in the eventual 
death of your tree. 

Here are some simple rules to 
follow in choosing a location in 
your yard and planting that special 
tree to insure that it will thrive 
and grow the way that ‘it should. 

Choose a well drained location. 
Very few plants grow at their best 
in poorly drained soils. - If the tree 
grows very large, make sure it will 
not be located in an area where it 
will pose future danger to utility 
wires, buildings, of crowd existing 
plantings. 

After you have selected a 
planting site, it is important to 
make a large enough planting hole 
so that the plant’s roots are not 
crowded. A general rule of thumb 
to follow is to make the planting 
hole twice as wide and twice as 
deep as the root ball of the tree is 
to be planted. 

; If possible, use soil amendments 
such as peat moss, manure, 
compost or good quality top soil 
around the root ball of your tree. 
Do not put chemical fertilizer in 
the planting hole at the time of 
planting since this may injure the 
roots. 

When taking nursery bought 
trees out of the container easily, 
lay the container on its side and 
gently tap around the edge of the 
container. 

This will help to loosen the root 
ball so that it can then be removed 
easily from the container. If the

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the container and pry apart gently 
removing the root ball as carefully 
as possible. 
TMany,times its beneficial to water 
your tree in the container first 
before remóving it. This will help 
keep the soil from dropping away 
and exposing the roots when you 
take it out of the container. 
Now you are ready to place your 
tree in the planting hole. It is a 
good practice to place several 
inches of your planting mixture in 
the bottom of the hole and then 
many people like to fill the planting 
hole with water and let this soak 
in. Next, place your tree gently in 
the center of the hole and be sure 
to set it at the same depth it was in 
the container. Do not plant it too 
deeply or so shallow that the roots 
are exposed. Gradually add your 
Planting mixture and when the 
ole is filled water thoroughly to 
mie the mixture aroung the rqot 


When planting a very large tree 
that has been dug up or one bought 
from a nursery, balled and burlap- 
ped, it id often necessary to take a 
watering hose and push down in 
the soil around the root ball to 
make sure that all the air pockets 
are eliminated. 

After the hole has been complet- 
ely filled and thoroughly watered, 
you should make a small saucer 
around the tree to hold water and, 
if desired, mulch may be placed 
around the tree to hold water and, 
if desired, mulch may be placed 
around the tree. Mulching will 
reduce your water loss through 
evaporation, reduce soil temper- 
ature, Belp eliminate weeds, and as 
it decays it will add needed organic 
matter back to the soil. 

Make sure that the mulch does 
not come in contact with the trunk 
of your tree since this may 
promote certain rotting fungi 
which-can damage. the tree by 


g- 

Most trees need to be staked 
until they are well established. It 
is not a good practice to place the 
stake right against the tree since 
the tree may rub the stake during 
normal movements on windy days. 
It is better to use two or more 
stakes placed a foot or more away 
from your tree and then use soft 
twine, plastic tape, or other similar 
materials that will not cut into the 
tree to anchor ít securely to your 
stakes. 

Large trees should be anchored 
with heavy wire supports since 
they may topple easily in wind 
storms. Many times it is necessary 
to keep the tree staked for many 
months until a strong anchoring 
root system is deVeldped. 

Trees may be fertilized as soon 
as they show signs of new growth 
which would indicate they are well 
on their way to becoming estab- 
lished.

GAINESVILLE- Florida farmers 
will be working with truckers to 
avoid what could become a crisis in 
apartan of spring crops next 
month. 

"We always have a shortage of 
trucks to haul spring crops, but 
this year, the situation is very 
serious," says Raphord Farring- 
ton, director of Commodities and 
Marketing for Florida Farm Bur- 
eau Federation (FFBF). 

"Due to the January freeze, 
most Florida farmers replanted 
their erops at the same time, and 
they will all be ready for market at 
about the same time." 

Because of the potential truck 
shortage, Farrington says Florida 
Agricultural Marketing 
Association, an affiliate of FFBF, 
is setting up a referral service to 
help truckers find loads for return 
trips north and to help farmers 
find truckers to haul their goods.
